The Upland chamber of commerce has made a timely sug- 
gestion in looking to a city that has a balanced economy. We 
eed more sites for industries within our city limits. Exten- 
sion of the Upland city limits east would provide hundreds 
of acres of land suitable for choice industries. 
A chamber committee has suggested the area from Arrow 
highway south to the Santa Fe right-of-way east to Hellman 
avenue be included within the Upland city limits through an- 
nexation proceedings. Industries are needed within the city 
limits to provide a broader base for taxation. At the same 
time, industries reed a municipality for water and sewer ser- 
vices and police and fire protection. ' 
The suggested area for annexation is now largely used as 
citurs groves and a few houses. While the area might also 
be ideal for subdivisions, its best use in the broad picture of 
community development, would be as industrial sites. 
Extension of the city limits, along the railway and along a 
secondary highway would provide very attractive sites for 
industrialists wanting small or large acreages for develop- 
ment. The time to act is now before the land use is changed 
to residential.
